Sketch of Fort Hays State 

Fort Hays Kansas State College is a state, tax-supported, liberal 
and applied arts college, established and maintained by the state 
to serve the people of Kansas, and particularly Western Kansas, in 
all ways for which such an institution Is authorized, prepared and 
equipped to be of service. 

Fort Hays Military Reservation was abandoned by the United 
States government in 1889. From that time until 1900, the proposal 
for its use was repeatedly presented to the Congress by far-seeing 
residents of the area. In 1900 the government enacted legislation 
granting the land to the state of Kansas for three designated pur- 
poses: As a state college, as an agricultural experiment station and 
as a state park. 

On June 23, 1902, the college opened with 
34 students, two faculty members and 19 courses. 

For two years the college held its sessions in two 
old Fort Hays buildings on the fort grounds. 

The college has grown steadily until it now has an enrollment 
of about 3,000 students and now offers more than 700 courses, 
with 161 faculty members. This growth is reflected in a college 
building program that includes remodeling several campus structures 
and constructing new housing for men, women and married students. 

The campus is located immediately to the southwest of the city 
limits of Hays, on Big Creek, which meanders through the campus. 
This piece of ground consists of about eighty acres. The campus 
and the adjacent state park furnish adequate areas for recreation and 
sports. Tennis courts, running tracks, football fields, hockey, 
soccer, touch football and picnic areas are available and are in 
almost constant use in season.

Paul "Busch" Gross 
Director of Athletics 

"Busch" is in his 31st 
year at Fort Hays State, hav- 
ing started at FHS as head 
basketball coach in 1 930. 

He came to Hays following 
eight years as a successful 
high school coach, one at 
LaCrosse, one at Howard 
and six at Augusta, 

He served as co-director 
of athletics until 1935 when 
he became sole director. 

His FHS basketball teams 
tied for the conference title 
twice and finished second 
many times before he quit 
active coaching in 1946. 

"Busch" was a Fort Hays State athlete from 1917 to 1921. He 
was on two championship football teams during those years and 
earned all-state college quarterback honors during his first and last 
years as a Tiger. 

Gross has his B.3. degree from Fort Hays State and his masters 
degree from the University of Missouri, with additional course work 
at the University of Illinois, Northwestern University and the Uni- 
versity of Iowa. 

In 1957 "Busch" was nominated to the Helms Foundation Hall 
of Fame for noteworthy achievement in NAIA basketball The 
"Busch" Gross award is now presented annually to the outstanding 
senior athlete on the FHS campus, a tribute to the man who has 
directed Fort Hays State athletics for over 30 years.

He was top pass receiver and tied for top 
scoring honors last year. 


Don Schrock, 6-0, 180, 21, Junior, Mankato, 

Don is a transfer from Fairbury, Neb., JC, where 
he was an all-conference choice in the Nebraska 
5-JC loop last season. He has the size and ex- 
perience the Tigers need and should see consid- 
erable action. He is also a place kicker. 



Larry Dreilmg, 6-2, 195, 20, Freshman, Hays. Larry just finished 
three years of Navy duty and reported late to the Bengal grid camp. 
He was a standout as a Hays High School player and should help 
Coach McConnell when he rounds into shape. He is a brother of 
Nell Dreiling, former all-conference end at FHS. 



Clayton Williams, 6-0, 180, 18, Freshman, Plain- 
ville, Clayton is one of the most promising 
frosh on the Bengal roster. He was a baekfield 
star at Plainville High, but Coach McConnell 
moved him to end during pre-season workouts, 
after a brief stint as a quarterback and a half- 
back.

Jim put on over 20 pounds since last season, 
when he lettered as a freshman.

‘Rebuilding by Necessity' 

This page heading tells the story for Coach Wayne McConnell's 
1960 grid squad. 

The veteran Kansas coach set the keynote for the season at 
"rebuilding by necessity" early this fall when he found that eleven 
lettermen would be lost due to injury or ineligibility. These were 
gridders the coaching staff had counted on in last spring's planning. 
These were in addition to nine lettermen lost by graduation. These 
did not include at least ten other promising prospects, not letter- 
men, lost since last spring's intrasquad game. 

This leaves 14 lettermen on the roster, which includes 44 
players. Of the remaining 30, 21 are freshmen. In all, there are 
only eleven juniors and seniors on the squad. 

So the 1960 Tigers will be young and comparatively inexper- 
ienced. It may be possible for McConnell to field one veteran 
eleven, but newcomers, particularly freshmen, will have to fill some 
gaps and must provide the necessary team depth if the Bengals are 
to have a successful season. 

One of the more encouraging factors has been the spirit shown 
by the young crew so far. With the essential experience, this spirit 
and desire may be the key to a few Tiger victories * 

The Tigers will have to have better luck than last year where 
injuries are concerned. Five first-line gridders were hurt in the first 
game in 1959, and the team never really got back on an even keef 
after that, as the boys compiled a 3-6 mark. 

Carrying the heavy load for the Bengals, at least in early cam- 
paigning, will be all-conference end Cliff Leiker; tackles Ron 
Gardner and Gary Goodheart; linebacker Jimmy Lee; guards Jim 
Hartzell, Jim Baird and Daryl Snyder; center Ron Campbell; quarter- 
backs Jim Hooten and Galen Howell, and halfbacks Wayne Schu- 
macher and Elmer Trail 

But many others will see a lot of important action, including 
transfer end Don Schrock; sophomores Ken Palmgren, Jerry Strecker 
and Ken Belisle, and freshmen Clayton Williams, Kirk Pope, Jack 
Richardson, and Leonard Jamerson. There will undoubtedly be 
many others. 

If newcomers develop quickly enough, McConnell could have 
a winning season. But the CIC appears tougher than ever, with 
all other teams reporting improvement, and the Tigers' non-league 
foes are formidable; Kearney State, Eastern New Mexico, North- 
west Missouri State and Colorado College. 

So the outlook comes back again to a matter or rebuilding and 
the rate of development of the young squad members.

Alex Francis, Cross Country Coach 

Alex Francis became Fort Hays State track 
coach in 1947 and his team won the first CIC 
track and field crown in FHS history that year. 

His track teams have piled up an enviable record 
in his 13 years as coach. During his tenure 
Tiger athletes have scored more conference 
points than any other school. His teams have 
won three championships and shared another. 

The school track record book has been almost 
completely rewritten by Francis' athletes and the 
veteran coach has the record of having never 
lost a dual meet in his 14 years at Fort Hays State. 

Francis originally came to Fort Hays State as an outstanding 
athlete, but was hampered by injuries during his collegiate career. 
He graduated from FHS in 1935 and later received a master's de- 
gree from the University of Missouri. He coached winning high 
school teams at Mankato, Holton, Oberlin and Abilene before serv- 
ing five years in the Army Air Corps, Francis started cross country 
at FHS five years ago.
